air; but it would appear that Dr Har- 
tigail held the same opinion as our- 
selves when we wrote :—* At all times, the 
-oflicial membera can go behind any finding 
of the Board, aud rendor its findings pug: 
story, How tho Unoffivial incaibers, with 
self-respect, can continue to sit. at the 
Byard we fail te porceive.. It would be far 
moro hunest if the Government were to 
abolish the Board altogether, to wipe away 
thia farce oF aelf-government nnd administer | 
the sanitary affairs of the Colony in a sepa- 
rate and distinct Government Department. 
Tho present Unoliicial members of the 
Board havo given it » fair trial, and surely 
have found out for thensolves that the 
Government lias no desire to: treat them 
fairly. L( theve dy any eradit, the Officialy 
appropriate it ; if thero Is any discredit, the 
Board gets it.'’ There are many reasons 
why tho Unoftieial mombera of tho -Bourd 
should Lo dissrtistiod with it. Tts method 
of conducting business is cumborsone and 
leads to wante of time; its powers are so 
restricted (hat it is scarcely abla to offect 
any goo of itself, while the fuct that all 
its doings receive tho ganction
